AScheme Is Being Quietly Worked 
for Another Bond Issue, 


MR. MOSES IS IN THE RACE AGAIN. 


He Wants to See Primaries Held Through- 
out His Distrit~Anarchists Are 
Joining Coxey’s Crowd. 


Washington, May 8—(Special.)—That is 
a mongre! tariff bill the senate finance com- 
mittee has at last reported as the measure 
which is to be put through the senate. If 
there is a single senator satisfied with it 
he cannot be found. It is a bill in which 
every man is given the one schedule he 
most wants, but each of these senators 
jis dissatisfied with nearly all the other 
features, 

It is a bill made up at the dictation of the 
sugar trust people through the senators this 
trust controls. The members of the com- 
mittee themselves are, perhaps, the most 
dissatisfied ones. They were forced to turn 
frmo their convictions of a proper bill and 
prepare one that could pass the senate. They 
had to make the most sweeping conces- 
sions, eoncessions which they can defend 
on no other ground than that they were 
necessary to pass the bill. But perhaps af- 
ter all the committee is right. They now 
have a bill satisfactory to no one, yet a 
bill that can pass the senate. It is a bill 
better than the McKinley law, but not a 
bill any democrat would be contented to 
call his tariff platform. 

The idea on the part of the committee 


“was to get a bill on which the senate would 


vote and pass, That done, the bill that is 
to become a law can be prepared in the 
conference of the two houses. Of course 
the lower house will never acce >t this mon- 
grel measure. It will not agree to a high 
protective tariff for the sugar trust, nor 
any other trust. It will not agree to the 
elevation of the rates of duty on woolen 
goods. Indeed, the house conferees will in- 
sist upon cutting and slicing the senate bill 
until it is gotten into good shape, and then 
the house will attempt to force the senate 
to agree to it. In this way. and only in this 
way, can a tariff law thoroughly in accord- 
ance with the democratic platform be en- 
acted, 
Satisfies No One. 

A member of the senate finance commit- 
tee, in discussing the bill with me today, 
said: “Of course it is not a perfect bill. It 


is not a cood bill. but it is.a.bill we can 


s00n get a vote upon in the senate, and a 
bill which the senate will pass by or before 
the Ist of June. The conference committee 
-will then make the changes that should 
be made, and objectors in either house will 
have to show their true reasons for their 
votes, As you know. much opposition to 
the bill as a whole is from men who want- 
ed one schedule properly arranged but fear- 
ed to make the demand for it. There is 
the sugar schedule. The present schedule 
is satisfactory to them, but I have no idea 
it will be the schedule of the bill that be- 
comes a law.”’ 
Scheming for More Bonds. 

The gold reserve in the treasury has 
again gone down below the hundred million 
dollar mark. And -this, in face of the re- 
cent issue of gold bonds to replace it. 

The fact of the matter is a larger portion 
of the gold paid for this recent issue of 
vonds was drawn from the treasury at the 
time in exchange for greenbacks and coin 
certificates. It was simply drawn out and 
turned back in payment for the bonds. In 
consequence the treasury did not gain 
much in holding up the gold reserve, though 
{t did gain in money to meet current ex- 
penses. : 

In view of the deficiency in the treasury 
and the low state of the gold reserve an 
effort is already quietly being made from 
New York to induce Mr. Cleveland tou make 
another issue of bonds under the old law. 
Congress, of coyrse, will not provide for 
any such thing, but after congress adjourns 
Mr. Cleveland may again be induced to 
make an issue of bonds. 

The national bankers want more bonds 
and are working every wire to get them. 

Anarchists Join Coxey. 

Coxey’s army has increased to more than 
600 and it is expected to continue to grow 
unless the authorities can disband it, 
Tramps are dropping into Washington every 
day. They immediately join the army at its 
camping ground. 

Among recent arrivals are several anar- 
chists well known to the government detec- 
tives. They have been circulating among 
the commonwealers and are supposed to be 
trying to incite them to resort to dynamite. 
It is not probable, however, that any dam- 
age can be done, as the detectives have 
them under close surveillance. 

But the district authorities are annoyed 
at - growth of the army. They fear it 
may grow into the thousands and do dam- 
age here. In consequence they are prepar- 
ing to break it up. The object is to drive 
the army from their camping grounds under 
the sanitary laws and then deal with the 
men individually. This yan be done while 
the army is small, but shduld it continue 
to grew such an attempt later might lead 
to a riot: | ’

TWO NEW SENATORS 
Present Their Credentials—Hoar and 
Quay Continue Their Speeches. 
Washington, May 8.—It required the usual 
call of senators this morning to secure the 
presence of a quorum before the reading of 

yesterday’s journal. 

The credentials of John F. Gear, as sen- 
ator-elect from Iowa, to succeed Senator 
Wilson, were presented by Mr. Wilson, 
read and laid on the table, after Mr. Hoar 
had made ‘this usual criticism of their form. 

At 11:30 D’clock Mr. Harris moved to pro- 
ceed to the consideration of the tariff bill. 

Mr. Hoar expressed his conviction that 
the finance committee did not approve the 
bill, and that most of the men who were 
to vote for it would, when they did so, vi- 
olate their oaths to support the constitu- 
tion as they understood it. At this he was 
asked by Mr. Gray whether he meant to 
Say that the persons who would vote for 
the bill would violate their oaths. 

“I do,’’ was Mr, Hoar’s blunt answer. 

“That is a very remarkable charge for 
the senator to make of his colleagues in 
the senate,’’ Mr. Gray remarked, with a 
tinge of anger in his manner. 

“It is a very remarkable thing to do,”’ 
Mr. Hoar said. 

“I repeat the charge is unworthy of the 
senator from Massachusetts, and is unwor- 
thy of a senator in this place,” Mr. Gray 
exclaimed, with increasing anger. 

“The democratic party,’’ said Mr. Hoar, 
argumentatively, “‘‘acquired the confidence 
of the ceuntry in 1892 by a platform which 
declared that protection wag a robbery and 
a fraud, and was a violation of the consti- 
tution, and they have got a bill now 
crowded with protection.”’ 

After some further’ interchange of re- 
marks in the same spirit, Mr. Gray made 
the point of order on Mr. Hoar that he 
had charged his colleagues with violating 
their oaths by their action in the senate. 

The point of order was overruled by the 
presiding officer—Mr. Gallinger, republican, 
of New Hampshire--and Mr, Hoar went on 
with his speech. Mr. Hoar occupied the 
floor for two and a half hours. 

Mr. Quay then took the floor and deliv- 
ered the sixth part of his speech against 
the tariff bill. Mr. Quay retained the floor 
until 4:30 o’clock, when he yielded for a 
motion to proceed to executive buSiness. 

The presiding officer laid before the sen- 
ate the credentials of John Patton, Jr., ap- 
pointed as senator from Michigan in place 
of the late Senator Stockbridge, and they 
were read and laid on the table. 

The senate then proceeded to the consid- 
eration of executive business, and at 6:10 


o’clock adjourned until tomorrow at 11 a. m. 
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THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 
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The Site for the New Government 
Printing Office, Etc. 
Washington, May .8.—Mr. Kilgore, of 
Texas, promptly shut out everything else 
by demanding the regular order, and afte. 
the call of committees the house resolved 
itself into committee of the whole for the 
further consideration of the bill to pur- 
chase a site for the erection of a govern- 

ment printing office. 

The result of a vote on an amendment by 
Mr. Bryan caused much confusion on the 
floor, Mr. Bankhead desiring to abandon 
further considerationtéof the bill, and vari- 
ous members having amendments to offer 
to the remainding text of the bill or sub- 
stitutes therefor. Finally in ordersto get 
the bill before the house and relieve the 
committee from the situation in which it 
had been plunged, Mr. Bankhead moved 
that*the remainder of the bill—the amend- 
ment of Mr. Bryan having been.to the first 
section—be read and each section as read 
stricken out. 

On motion by Mr. Cummings, chairman 
of the committee on naval affairs, the 
house went into committee of the whole on 
the naval appropriation bill for the year 
ending June 30, 1895. As reported the Dill 
carries a total appropriation of $25,280,966 on 
estimates by the navy deparcment of $27,- 
951,278. The appropriations for the current 
year amounted to $22,104,v61.

NO LIQUOR AT ALL. 


South Carolina’s Supreme Court Hands 
Down an Important Decision, 


THE OLD LAW HELD T0 BE IN EFFECT. 


This Means Total Prohibition for 
the Whole State. 


THE SALOONISTS PROMISE TO OBEY 


Governor Tillman Has Vgry Little to Say, 
but Appears to Be Better Satisfied 
Than He Was with No Law. 


Columbia, 8. C., May 8.—South Carolina 
jumped from the dispensary system to ab- 
solute free whisky. Now, after a reign of 
whisky for a few weeks the supreme court 
has decided that absolute prohibition is in 
force. The supreme court unanimously de- 
cided on this this morning. The following 
is the decision of the court, and & explains 
how the matter got before the court and 
the whole question: 

“The State of South Carolina—In the Su- 
preme Court, April Term, 1894. J. L. Bar- 
ringer, et. al., vs. the City Council of Flor- 
ence, ex parte, J. Ellis Brunson. 

“These two cases instituted in the original 
jurisdiction of this court being of a kindred 
nature, though not involving the same ques- 
tions, were heard and will be considered to- 
gether. The first is a case asking for an 
injunction to restrain the city council of 
Florence from granting licenses for the sale 
of spirituous liquors, upon the ground that 
there is now no law authorizing the grant- 
ing of such licenses, and, therefore, that 
the threatened action of said city counci) 
in this respect is ultra vires. 

“The second is a case in which the peti- 
tioner applies under a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, heretofore issued, for his discharge 
from custody, in which he is held under a 
warrant issued by the mayor of the city 
of Florence, who is invested by the charter 
of said city with all the powers of a trial 
justice, charging the petitioner with selling 
spirituous liquors without a license, in vio- 
lation of an ordinance of the city, as well 
as in violation of the laws of the state. 

Why Action Was Prompt. 

“InaSmuch as one of these cases involves 
the liberty of the citizen this court. deems 
it to be its duty to render as prompt a de- 
cision as possible. The court will, there- 
fore, proceed simply to decide the questions 
presented in these cases without undertak- 
ing now to give the reasons for the conclu- 
sions which will, however, be hereafter done 
in an opinion which will be prepared and 
filed as soon as practicable. 

“The court decides that under the law as 
it now stands there is nv authority invested 
with the power to grant licenses for the 
sale of spirituous liquors within the limits 
of this state, and hence the action’ of the 
city council of Florence in granting such 
licenses would be ultra vires and absolutely 
void, and, therefore, the injunction, as 
asked for by the petitioners in the case 
first named must be granted. 

Prohibition in Effect, 

“In the second case the petitioner moves 

for his discharge fro:n custody upon the 


ground that there is now no law forbidding. 


the sale of spirits us liquors within the 
limits of this state. “hts court decides that 
this is a mistaken view of the law. On the 
contrary we_hold that the act of 1892, com- 
monly called the dispensary act, having 
been declared unconstitutional in all its 
provisions, except that forbidding the grant- 
ing of licenses to sell spirituous liquors, 
after the day therein named, the repealing 
clauses of that act fall and must be re- 
garded as if never enacted and hence the 
previous law forbidding the sale of spiritu- 
ous liquors without a license remains of 
force, under which the petitioner may law- 
fully be indicted. In addition to this he 
may also be proceeded against for a viola- 
tion of the ordinancejof the city of Florence 
mentioned in the warrant under which he 
has been arrested and is now held in cus- 
tody. 

“It is, therefore, ordered that in that 
case first named in the title of this order, 
an injunction do issue as prayed for in this 
petition. 

“It is further ordered that, in the second 
case named in the title hereof, the motion 
of the petitioner for a discharge be re- 
fused, and that the said J. Ellis Brunson be 
remanded. to the custody of the chief of 
police of the city of Florence to be by him 
safely kept until he is thence delivered by 
due course of law. This, 8th day of May, 
1894.

Saloon Men Will Obey. 

Most of the saloon men here say that they 
will abide by the decision and close their 
places of business so soon as they under- 
stand the situation fully. There is little 
doubt that the decision means just what it 
says. As will be seen, the court goes so 
far as to order the prosecution of the men 
who instituted the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings before it. 

The question is asked if there is any law 
for the punishment of violators. Section 
1734 of the general statutes imposes a fine 
of not less than $200 or a sentence of not 
less than six months in the penitentiary on 
suing of licenses and persons selling without 
license. 
no power in the state authorizing the is- 
suing of licenses and person selling without 
license will be subject to the sentence given. 
So far as known, however, there is no 
punishment for the shipment of whisky in- 
to the state. 

What the Governor Says. 

Governor Tillman was asked today what 
he intended to do about trying to enforce 
the prohibition law. He said he would 
lend his moral support to it and do all he 
could to enforce it, but he did not have any 
machinery to enforce it with.\He also said 
that he was glad the uncertainty about 
affairs had been settled. 

The prohibitionists say that they will 
prosecute violators of the law, and it is 
supposed that the city and county authori- 
ties will do likewise.

COXEY CONVICTED. 


He Trampled on That Young Grass and 
, Must Pay the Penalty. 


HIS COMPANIONS ARE TREMBLING. 


A Good Sentence May Turn Some of 
the Other Gangs Away. 


GOMMONWEALERS HAVE TO MOVE, 


Their Camp Is in an Unhealthy Place, 
and They Will Get Sick if They 
Stay There. 


Washington, May 8.—The three leaders 
of the commonweal—General Jacob Slecher 
Coxey, Marshal Carl Browne and Chris- 
topher Columbus Jones—have been found 
guil ef violating the laws by a jury of 
their , and will have to submit to a 
sentence hereafter to be imposed by the 
court for their recent demonstration on the 
capitol grounds. 

All three of the accused were convicted 
on the first: »unt of the indictment, which 
charged them with displaying on the capitol 
grounds the banner of the Coxey Good 
Roads Association. Jones, of Philadelphia, 
Was acquitted of the second count, which 
accused him of treading on the grass, but 
Coxey and Browne were convicted. 

The jury retired at five minutes before 1 
o'clock, after hearing a long charge from 
Judge Miller, which left them little alterna- 
tive but to convict if they followed his lead- 
ings. About half-past 3 o’clock the jurors 
sent for the instructions given for the de- 
fénse, but the government objected, and 
they filed into the courtroom, while the 
judge read the instructions. 

Young Attorney Hyman endeavored, ex- 
citedly, to have the fact that the objection 
came from the prosecution laid before the 
jury, but he was suppressed, Judge Miller 
stated that he would not have handed over 
the written instructions under any circum- 
Stances, as that would have been irregular. 

Only five minutes after this episode the 
jury returned with the verdict. General 
Coxey had been visiting with his wife and 
his daughter—the goddess of peace of the 
May-day procession—but took his seat with- 
in the bar, and all of the party received 
the result smilingly, except Mr. Hyman, 
who was on his feet with objection to the 
form in which the verdict was presented, 
but who was sat upon by his colleagues. 

Motion fer a New ‘Trial. 

Attorney Lipscomb immediately entered a 
motion for a new trial and another in ar- 
rest of judgment. Judge Miller gave him 
‘four days to file the formal paper. Then the 
judge made inquiries about bail, and Frank 
Hume, a well-known wholesale grocer, who 
Several times has been a candidate for the 
democratic ‘nomination to congress from the 
‘Virginia district across the Potomac river, 
signed a bond in $500 for each of the three 
convicted commonwealers. 

General Coxey left the courtroom on the 
atm of his wife, pushing through a curious 
crowd which made no demonstrations. The 

‘copviction of himself and Jones was a sur- 
prise .to the commonweal sympathizers. 
Coxey: said that it was evident that his 
prosecution was not on account of what 
he had done, but because of the principles 
in behalf of which he had acted, 

Carl Browne remarked: “I was surprised 
at the conviction of Brother Coxey,  be- 
cause he was plainly acquitted by the evi- 
dence of any technical violation of the stat- 
utes. For my own part, I expected to be 
convicted.”’ 

Just after the closing plea for the defense 
Browne’s lawyer had asked permission to 
read to the jury a statement written by 
his client, but Judge Miller declined to ad- 
mit it, saying that Browne had been given 
all his rights in being defended by able 
attorneys. The paper was _ written § in 
Browne’s usual grandiloquent style, and 
averred that he dinered from his lawyers 
regarding the line of defense; that he would 
have admitted the technical violation of the 
law and have asked the jury to acquit him 
on the ground that he was merely exercis- 
ing his constitutional rights. 

Two weeks may elapse, during which the 
trio will be free on bail, before the motion 
for a new trial will be argued and decided. 
The penalty provided by law is the same 
for each offense, namely: a fine not to ex- 
ceed $100 and imprisonment in jail for not 
more than sixty days, or both, within 
the discretion of the court. Accordingly, 
the maximum punishment, which may be 
meted out to Coxey and Browne, is $200 and 
120 days, While Christopher Columbus Jones 
is subject to $100 and sixty days. 

By a curious congressional error in a 
recent bill which reorganized the distriet 
courts, there is no appellate court to which 
a police court case can be carried, The 
only method of appealing from Judge Mil- 
ler’s sentence will be by an application to 
a higher court for writs of habeas corpus 
and certiorari. Attorney Lipscomb has an- 
nounced that he will take this step if Judge 
Miller overrules the motion for a new trial. 
However, such a proceeding will not oper- 
ate as a.stay of jndgment to keep the de- 
fendants from serving their sentences while 
it is pending. 

The Camp Condemned. | 

The commonweal army was visited late 
yesterday by a committee of physicians au- 
thorized by Health Officer Hammett to in- 
vestigate the camp and report upon its san- 
itary condition. The report was submitted 
this morning to Dr. Hammett, and the con- 
clusions of the committee are in part that 
the surroundings of this square, including 
the premises inside of the fences, are of a 
germ-breeding character, likely to cause all 
forms of contagious and infectious diseases. 
The hospital tent is also used for a com- 
missary department and-is located in what 
might be termed a mudhole. The earth in 
nearly all portions of the ground is spongy, 
and is composed principally of decomposed 
vegetable and animal. matter. The men 
composing this so-called army sleep on 
straw laid on bare ground of this character, 
which makes it necessarily injurious’ to 
their health. The committee said:

As the court decides that there is { 
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“In view of the condition of this square, 
as we describe it, we are of the opinion 
that it is entirely unfit for human habi- 
tation, and that it should be vacated at 
once to avoid a possible epidemic of disease 
to the people of the surrounding neighbor- 
hood, as well as to the inhabitants of the 
whole district. It is a menace to the health 
which cannot be overlooked, and we recom- 
mend, in the strongest language, that im- 
mediate steps be taken to have it vacated 
in the interest of the public health of the 
people of the District of Columbia.” 

The report was promptly transmitted to 
the commissioners. Coxey will probably 
be ordered to remove the camp at once.

Galvin’s army of the commonweal passed 
last night in the comfortless~ coliseum 
building, and at 8 o'clock this morning, 
on invitation of James Evans, president of 
the Second National bank, moved out to 
his farm, adjoining the city. The army 
will remain in this camp until tomorrow. 
The army now has provisions on hand suffi- 
cient to supply them for a week. Colonel 
Galvin said today that he was uncertain 
as to the future. If no other means of 
transportation is presented by tomorrow 
afternoon, the army will set out for Wash- 
ington on foot, following about the same 
route as that traveled by Coxey and 
Browne.

Seized a Train. 

Pueblo, Col., May 8.--General J. S. San- 
ders and his army of commonwealers, who 
have been encamped on a vacant lot here 
for several days, departed for Washing- 
ton tonight in a highly sensational manner. 
At 6:30 they seized a switch engine standing 
on the Denver and Rio Grande track, 
moved it up to the Missouri Pacific switch, 
backed down in ten open coal cars standing 
on a Missouri Pacific sidetrack, and started 
east. A warrant was sworn out for the 
leaders tonight and a posse of fifty men 
started for Olney, where the legion is de- 
layed by an accident on the Missouri Pa- 
cific, dumping the engine and one freight 
car off the track, to place them under ar- 
rest. It is believed that the commonweal- 
ers stopped their train between here and 
Boone and tore up the track to prevent 
pursuit. A handcar has been sent ahead 
of the posse to prevent accidents. 

Attorney Waldron, for the road, will te- 
morrow make application for an injunction 
in the United States courts at Denver and 
thus place the road within the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States. 

Fears are entertained that when the posse 
reaches Olney there will be bloodshed, as 
Sanders has in his army some of the most 
determined men in the state, and during 
his residence here boasted of that fact.

"SEEMS 10 BE SAFE, 


Captain Johnston's Race for Governor 
Looks to Be a Winning One, 


COLONEL OATES IS ON THE SCRAMBLE. 


At First He Said He Did Not Want to 
Make the Race That Way, but 
the Situation is Changed. 


Montgomery, Ala., 
appears at this time that the democracy 
of Alabama is pretty well decided as to 
who is the best man with whom to beat 
Kolb. If Joe Johnston, of Jefferson, the 
red-headed scrambler, hasn't a iead-pipe 
cinch on the democratic nomination for 
governor, then appearances are deceiving, 

The Oates folks are determined to die 
game, however. They are not conceding 
anything, and The Advertiser crowd really 
believe that their m&n win win in a 
walk. For instance, a representative otf 
The Advertiser proposed to a Constitution 
correspondent a few days ago that, if 
Johnston got the nomination, he, The Ad- 
vertiser man, would eat a whole crow, 
provided that, if Oates was the lucky man, 
The Canstitution’s representative would 
get himself upon the outside of the same 
fowl. A prominent citizen, however, ada- 
vised that the wager was not an even one, 
inasmuch-as ‘“‘crow’’ had been the regular 
diet of The Advertiser folks for years. 

That Colonel Oates has lost ground rapid- 
ly of late, there can scarcely be any doubt. 
In fact, if the gallant colonel had known 
at the outset that, at this stage of the 
game, things would have stood as they do, 
it is safe to say he would never have 
entered the “scramble.” At the opening of 
the campaign, Colonel Oates published a 
very dignified communication stating that 
if the democratic party would tender him 
the nomination he would graciously accept 
it. but that he “would not enter into a 
scrambie tor it.’ Apparently, at that time, 
he thought he would have a ‘‘walk over.” 
He remained at Washington for some time. 
Finally he came to Alabama to make a 
few speeches. In the meantime, Johnston 
had been ‘“‘scrambling.’’ He had told the 
people he wanted the job, and wanted it 
bad—that he thought it was an honor well 
worth working for; that he realized that 
the democrats were not clamoring for his 
nomination, nor for that of anybody else, 
but that he believed he interpreted the 
democratic platform as a majority of them 
did; that he knew he could serve them 
well as governor, and that he was ir the 
fight to the finish. 

He Was Misled. 

When Colonel Oates commenced his tour 
of Alabama he began to ‘“‘catch on.’’ He 
was brought to realize that he had no 
“‘walk over.”” However, he did not de- 
spair—he simply commenced scrambling a 
little. He realized that dis organ had mis- 
led him; that some energetic work, hustling, 
scrambling, or whatever it may be valled, 
Was necessary. 

He worked north Alabama pretty thor- 
oughly, and touched south Alabama in 
the high places. He returned to Washing- 
ton, while The Advertiser proclaimed ‘for 
him in clarion notes, ‘‘veni vidi vici.”’ 

He did not stay long in Washington, how- 
ever. About all he did there, apparently, 
was to vote to pass the silver bill over the 
president’s veto. Then he came back to 
Alabama to urge the people to endorse 
every act of the Cleveland administratiun. 
He is now doubling over his tracks, is 
speaking long and loud wherever he gets 
a chance. He is scrambling .now, if a man 
ever did scramble. He has sent to Wash- 
ington and brought dosvn Congressman 
Clark, who, by the way, is said to be the 
only member of the Alabama representation 
there who favors Colonel Oates’s nomina- 
tion, and has put him to scrambling in the 
Mobile district. 

The fact that he is covering the state 
again, and is calling for his Cassius to bear 
him*up, is regarded as evidence that the 
wire-grass statesman is none too sanguine. 

An Old Speech Remembered. 

One thing that has hurt Colonel Oates 
badly was the publication of the speech 
which he made in congress on the 26th 
of February, in which, among other things, 
he said: 

“Tt is not the duty, nor is it to the in- 
terest of the state, to educate its entire 
population beyond the primaries. Universal 
experience teaches that if a boy, without 
regard to his color, be educated beyond 
this point, he declines ever to work an- 
other day in the sun. A higher education 
may do for New England, whose laboring 
people are chiefly engaged in manufac- 
turing, but how would it work in Alabama, 
where 72 per cent of the people are en- 
gaged in agriculture?’ 

In a letter to The Advertiser, which was 
published on May Ist, he said, referring 
to the statement above quoted: 

“IT am not ashamed of it, and stand 
equarely by it now. My position was that 
the state should not tax its people mil- 
lions of dollars each year to give farmers’ 
sons or anybody else’s sons a classical 
education,” 

Inasmuch as the measure under dis- 
cussion at the time was a national one, 
and the money which it was proposed to 
spend was some idle United States treasury 
funds, and that no proposition whatever 
had been considered to tax the people of 
Alabama millions of dollars, the distinguisti- 
ed: congressman's defense has been pro- 
nounced by some an “artful dodge.” 

Reports today from throughout the state 
are exceedingly encouraging. A Huntsville, 
Ala., politician who keeps well up with 
things, says Johnston’s recent gains in his 
county have been marvelous. He says he 
is absolutely confident that Johnston will 
get the solid delegation in that county. The 
same gentleman has made a very recent 
tour through Jackson county, and, he says, 
finds that also solid for Johnston. Good 
old Morgan county is now marching solid- 
ly in the Johnston column, and, as The Bir- 
mingham News suggests, it looks like noth- 
ing but death can now head Johnston off. 


WOULD NOT ACCEPT. 


Ex-President Harrison Is Quoted as 
Saying That He Has Enough. 
Cullman, Ala., May 8.—(Special.)—Ed- 
mund Morton Smith, of the executive com- 
mittee of the national republican league 
and a possible nominee for governor of Ala- 
bama at the hands of his party on May 
Bist, claims to have conclusive evidence that 
ex-President Harrison will not again allow 
his name to be offered for the republican 
nomination for president of the United 

States. 

Mr. Smith, who reached home yesterday 
from California, says he met in Austin, 
Tex., with an ex-United States senator 
from a western state, than whom no public 
man living is closer to General Harrison. 
This ex-senator told him he had just left

Be- 
haved Since the Governor Spoke. 

Birmingham, Ala., May s.—(Special.)—The 
prompt action of Governor Jones in offering 
a reward of $400 for the capture and con- 
viction of each of the persons who composed 
the mob and the suggestion that the civil 
authorities organize posses and hunt down 
the offenders have had a good effect. Had 
it not been for this there would hardly be 
any estimation of the vidlence that would 
have been done. Information was received 
here that all day miners at different camps 


have been holding meetings and discussing 


the situation. It is also reported that the 
Walker county miners were missing and 
that they would march upon places where 
other strikers were being evicted. At Blue 
Creek the eviction of strikers who refuse 
to vacate houses has been begun and today 
six carloads of household yoods were ship- 
ped to Pratt mines, where al) discontented 
miners are concentrating. At Little War- 
rior all is quiet, but crowds of men were 
seen all day lurking in the woods. At Pratt 
mines trouble is looked for, and aiso at 
Blossburg and Blue Creek. 

Sheriff Morrow sent an additional posse of 
deputies to Brookside to quell any disturb- 
ance that may arise. Today, after consider- 
able hesitation, the miners, after being re- 
quested by Governor Jones tp denounce the 
Horse Creek affair, issued a card denounc- 
ing the outrage. The entire district has 
been at fever heat and an outbreak is ex- 
pected at any place or at any time. 


DECIDE NOT TO STRIKE. 
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The Miners at Tracy City Propose to 
Stick to Their Work. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., May 8.—(Special,)—A 
meeting of great moment to the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, which is furnished 
with coal by the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railway Company, was held this after- 
noon by the miners of Tracy City, Tenn., 
to determine whether they should go on 
a strike or not. About 300 free miners are 
employed at Tracy along with more than 
400 convicts. The men decided to continue 
at work, and no trouble is now feared. 
The number of convict miners has been 
largely increased there, owing to the closing 

of the company’s mines at Whitwell. 


NEGROES PUT TO WORK. 


And Striking Miners Being Evicted. 
Threatening Notices. 
Nashville, Tenn., May 8.—At Blue Creek 
mines, Alabama, this morning over 100 
negroes were put to work and evictions of 
striking miners began, The strikers are 
very much irritated in consequence, and 
many threats are made. Threatening no- 
tices, bearing daggers, pistols, cross-bones, 
coffins, etce., are promiscuously posted. 
Meetings are being held at all the mining 
camps in that region, and trouble is appre- 
hended. Governor Jones has offered re- 
wards for members of the mob that de- 
stroyed property at Horse Creek mines 
yesterday, and instructed the sheriff to 

hunt them down. 
Strikers Gaining Recruits. 
Baltimore, Md., May 8.—Dispatches from 
the mining region of western Maryland and 
West Virginia, show that the ranks of the 
strikers are hourly being augmented. In 
the George’s Creek region the Ocean mine, 
of the Consolidated Coal Company, the 
largest on the creek, stopped today. 


SOUTHERN METHODIST CONFERENCE 
Dr. Hinton Conducted the Devotional 
Exercises. 

Memphis, Tenn., May 8.—The inclement 
weather prevented visitors from attending 
the conference this morning. The delegates 
themselves are slow in attending. The 
church was lighted with gas, and was rather 
close, as the windows were tightly shut. 
Bishop Hargrove opened the conference and 
Dr. J. W. Himton, of the south Georgia

The dele- 
gates then sang an old familiar hymn, 
which was announced by the presiding min- 
ister, without the aid of music. After of- 
fering a fervent prayer Dr. Hinton took his 
place among the delegates in the body of 
the church. 

The: roll of absentees was called and the 
minutes were read, corrected and approved. 
Bishop Hargrove then retired and Bishop 
William W. Dunean took the chair. 

Bishop Galloway presented his report as 
fraternal messenger appointed at the last 
general conference to compose a message of 
greeting and love to the Wesleyan con- 
ference of England. 

Dr. J. F. Goucher, fraternal delegate of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, was intro- 
duced to the conference at this juncture. 

The report of Dr. R. M. Sledd, who was 
appointed fraternal delegate to the Canadian 
conference by the college of bishops, in 1890, 
was read and received. 

The report of the committee on education 
was presented and, upon mogion, referred to 
the committee on missions.

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‘THE CROP REPORT. 


Last Week Was the Warmest of the 
Present Year. 


RAIN NEEDED ALL OVER GEORGIA, 


How the Crops Are Throughout the 
Different Parts of the State—Cotton 
Now Ready for Chopping. 


The crop report of Forecast Officer Mor- 
rill for the past week says: 

“The past week has been the warmest 
of the year. Temperature of 90 to 94 degrees 
has been of frequent occurrence in all ex- 
cept the extreme northern counties. This, 
in itself, has been of great benefit to crops; 
but its beneficial effects have been some- 
what offset by a lack of moisture. In few 
localities has serious damage yet been oc- 
casioned by the deficiency of rainfall; but 
the ground is getting very dry and, if 
the drought is not broken within a week, 
much injury will result. Some copious 
showers were reported during the past 
week, but they were purely local in char- 
acter and covered very small areas. A long, 
slow rain which shall thorcughly soak the 
ground is the present need of the farm- 
ers. 

“On fully half the plantations of north- 
west Georgia fine growing weather has 
prevailed during the past week. Crops on 
.the favored farms, that is, where there has 
been rain, have made great progress. Cot- 
ton and corn are generally up in good 
stands. Rain and heat have done. much 
for wheat and oats, and a fair crop of 
each is now expected. Gardens are pro- 
gressing finely. Strawberries will be plen- 
tiful. On the other hand, while crops have 
been growing finely, as stated above, in 
some localities, there are many other sec- 
tions in northwest Georgia where the 
weather has continued dry, and crop growth 
is practically at a standstill. Only a por- 
tion of the corn crop is up in good stands. 
Cotton in spots has failed to come up, ow- 
ing to the dryness of the soil. Wheat and 
Oats have a dried-up appearance, and gar- 
dens are not flourishing. '

Two Tinvners Fight On the Roof of a 
Lreowery—Jim Knight Still Lives, 
Though Perforated.

Macon, Ga., May 8.—(Special.)—Judge Em- 
ory Speer, of the United States court, will 
have his hands full the next few weeks 
trying civil and criminal cases. This morn- 
ing a number of cases were assigned for 
trial. Several of them are very Interesting. 
Monday the tax case of the state vs. the 
Central railroad comes up. On Friday the 
question will be decided whether Receiver 
Comer, of the Central road, shall be re- 
quired to accept through freight at Macon 
that has been delivered at Athens to the 
Macon and Northern road and brought 
by that line to Macon, 
points on the Southwestern, when the Cen- 
tral has a through line from Atlanta. The 
Macon and Northern is receiving a great 
deal of freight from the north by the Sea- 
board Air-Line, and the Central refuses to 
receive it at Macon, hoping thereby to force 
shipments to Atlanta or Augusta, where 
the Central’s line could reach it. The Ma- 
con and Northern claims that the Central's 
refusal to receive the freight is in viola- 
tion of the interstate commerce law. Both 
the Central and the Macon and Northern, 
being in the hands of receivers, are under 
the protecting wing of Judge Speer. 

On the 2lst instant the case of the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company vs. the 
Southwestern railroad will be called. This 
is the suit in which the Southwestern is 
endorser on the bonds of the Montgomery 
and Eufaula road, which has been fully 
explained in The Constitution. 

City Council Meets, 


The city council met tonight, Chairman 
Carling presiding. Nothing of very great 
importance was transacted. Chairman 
Carling stated that it had been reported 
on the streets that he, as acting mayor, 
would veto the action of council in appro- 
priating $50 to help defray the expenses of 
Chief of Police Butner to attend the St.

Political Factions Are Organizing and 
Have Established Large Clabs. 


SAVANNAH HAS TAMMANY BRAVES, 


They Hail romthe Old Fortand Around 
Washington Square—Old and New 
Candidates ior the Legislature. 


Savannah, Ga., May 8.—(Special.)—-In a 
quiet way the political pot in Chatham is 
just beginning to warm up, and while 
avowed candidates are scarce, there will 
be some interesting times if all the candi- 
dates who have been mentioned enter the 
lists. 

The Citizens’ Democratic Club has made 
quite a new feature in the political field, 
and its members, who hold their meetings 
behind closed dvors, claim a following of 
nearly 1,700. This is the strength which 
it seems the Russell element has to back 
it. In the meantime the Tammany Club is 


' gaining strength every day, and the Demo- 


cratic Club, organized as a support to 
Tammany, is taking an aggressive stand. 

Under the new law the registration is 
progressing slowly. The purchasable vote 
will be far short of what it has been in 
years gone by, on account of ‘the new regis- 
tration law, which prevents the larger por- 
tion of the negro voting population from 
registering because they are so far behind 
with their taxes. The total registration will 
probably be about 1,500 short of what it has 
been for the last two or three years. 

No date has yet been appointed for the 
meeting of'the county executive commit- 
tee. The nominations, however, will be by 
primary. The only avowed candidate for 
legislative honors so far announced is 
Colonel R. DL. Guerard, who has announced 


that he is in the race for the senate to Stay. 


Osborne has been mentioned as a 
senatorial probability, but he has made no 
announcement as yet. The name of Major 
P. W. Meldrim, too, has been mentioned in 
this connection, but Major Meldrim says he 
has never given the matter a moment's con- 
sideration, and knows nothing of it except 
that he has seen his name mentioned in 
one of the afternoon papers. 

Candidates, Probable and Otherwise. 

On the side represented by the Citizens’ 
Club are mentioned for the house Mr. J. J. 
Doolan, one of the persent representatives, 
Mr. J. R. Anderson, a prominent attorney, 
Mr. W. W. Gordon, Jr., and Mr. T. D. Rock- 
well. Alderman Thomas Screven has also 
been prominently mentioned in connection 
with the race. There is little doubt that 
Doolan will be a candidate. 

On the other side Major G. M. Ryals is 
a strong probability, while President Gear- 
on, of Tammany, Mr. W. B. Stillwell and 
Mr. Walter Hartridge, are prominently men- 
tioned in connection with legislative honors. 

The sentiment in favor of General Evans 
for governor seems to be gaining ground, 
though for some time past the field has 
been pretty well divided. The Evans Club 
organized and held one meeting. The At- 
kinson Club never materialized, and finding 
no apparent opposition the Evans Club has 
not been called together again. 

There have been no new developments 
here with regard to Mr. duBignon’s race for 
the senate. He has been waiting for the 
action of Congressman Turner and his 
friends in the matter, and it is probable that 
he will take some action one way or another 
at least by the middle of this month. 

By Rail to Tybee. 

The Tybee road has been completed and 
the new regular daily schedule went into 
effect last Saturday. There are to be for 
the present two trains a day each way and 
three on Sunday. The schedule time at 
present is one hour for the trip between Sa- 
vannah and the island, which will be great- 
ly shortened as soon as the track is in con- 
dition to warrant the running of faster 
schedules. 

There is a general feeling among the rail- 
road men here that. the present meeting of 
the Southern Railroad and Steamship Asso- 
ciation, now being held in New York, will 
not develop anything of importance. Re- 
ceiver Comer is not in attendance on the 
meeting and the Central is represented by 
co-Receiver Hayes and Traffic Manager 
Shellman. It is not considered probable that 
any basis of agreement will be reached but 
that about all that will be accomplished is 
the sounding of the different lines as to their 
views, which will lead to a determination 
of some agreement at a later meeting. Re- 
ceiver Comer says that, as usual, he thinks 
there will be one or two more meetings be- 
fore any determination is reached. It is gen- 
erally believed here that some of the lines 
in the northern and western sections of the 
association’s territory will endeavor to with- 
draw and consolidate with the pool either 
in the east or in the north and northwest.

Democrats of Wilkes Express Their 
Dissatisfaction in Plain Terms, 


REDEMPTION OF PLEDGES URGED 


The Promises Made in the Chicago Platform 
Must Be Carried Out Faithiully to 
Secure Good Government.

Washington, Ga., May 8.—(Special.)— 
Wilkes county democracy met in mass meet- 
ing today. May the 25th was selected as 
the day for holding a primary election for 
governor, statehouse officers and legisla- 
tors. 

The feature of the meetings was the reso- 
lution concerning national affairs. 

The resolutions speak dissatisfaction in 
no uncertain terms. 

They call the attention of the president 
and congress to the fact that the pledges 
made to the people in the Chicago platform 
have not been carried out. The mass meet- 
ing was perfectly harmonious, there being 
no test of strength as to gubernatorial can- 
didates. Following are the resolutions 
unanimously passed by the mass meeting 
as introduced by Hon. M. P. Reese: 

“We, the democratic party of Wilkes 
county, in mass meeting assembled, recog- 
nizing the fact that the prosperity of the 
country and the maintenance of good gov- 
ernment are objects desired by every pa- 
triotic citizen, and believing that these ob- 
jects can alone be secured by faithfully car- 
rying into effect the pledges made to the 
people of the country by the national demo- 
cratic padty in its platform adopted at Chi- 
cago, do resolve 

‘1. That we hereby reaffirm our belief 
in each and all of the planks enumerated 
in said platform and call upon the national 
congress and the president of the United 
States to see to it that these requirements 
are enacted into laws, that peace, security 
of life, liberty and property and the bless- 
ings of good government may be enjoyed by 
the citizens of the United States. 

“2. That,recognizing the fact that the 
great body politic, through long republican 
misrule, was sick almost unto death, when 
the democratic party came into power, we 
cheerfully gave our thanks to the demo- 
cratic president and congress for the work 
already done in carrying out the pledges 
made to the people of the country in the 
Chicago platform, ameliorating the condi- 
tion of the suffering people, but we call 
their attention to the further fact that 
much yet remains to be done before the 
people of this country receive the full meas- 
ure of relief which was promised them by 
the democratic party when intrusted by the 
people with the administration cf the gov- 
ernment.

THEY MAKE A FAILURE. 


Attempt of the Socialists to Defeat 
the French Government. 

Paris, May 8.—The socialist extreme left 
attempted to defeat the government this 
afternoon on the question of the\ prosecu- 
tion of M. Toussaint, the deputy who in- 
terfered with the strike of the workmen 
employed at the Trignac iron works, by 
inciting the men to continue the strike, and 
who is also accused of insulting the au- 
thorities. The committee of the chamber, 
which has been considering the question of 
prosecuting M. Toussaint, reported this af- 
ternoon against the proposed prosecution, 
on the ground of the immunity of mem- 
bers of the chamber of deputies. 

Premier Casimir-Perier, however, insisted 
upon the prosecution, claiming that public 
opinion demanded it and adding that the 
chamber would encourage agitation and 
disorder if it supported the committee. The 
affair, according to the premier, was really 
a socialistic attack upon republicanism. M. 
Casimir-Perier’s speech was frequently in- 
terrupted by the cheers of the supporters of 
the government, and by the protests of M. 
Millerand and others on behalf of the so- 
Cialists. 

M. Millerand, speaking for the socialist 
insisted that the prosecution of 
M. Toussaint should be abandoned, but 
when the matter was put to a vote the de- 
puties supported the government by a vote 
of 291 to 220, and, consequently, the govern- 
ment will prosecute M. Toussaint. 


CASHIER THOMPSON MISSING 


And the Bank’s Property Is Being) At- 
tached. 


Sedalia, Mo., May 8.—The cashier of the 
failed First National bank, of this city, J. 
C. Thompson, is still missing. He left here 
last Friday, saying he was going to Wash- 
ington, but a telegram was received today 
from Representative Heard saying that he 
Was notin the capital. Warrants have been 
sworn out for Thompson’s arrest, charging 
him with embezzlement, false bookkeeping 
and making false reports to the comptroller 
of the currency. It is generally believed 
here that the institution has been syste- 
matically robbed. 

The First National bank, of Jefferson City, 
has levied on the real estate and personal 
property of the missing cashier. The Boone 
county bank, of Columbia, has levied on 
the property of President Cyrus Newkirk 
for $160,000, and Charles Richardson, of Jack-

England and the Shermanites. 

The question of international bimetal- 
lism has been summarily kicked out of 
court by the British parliament. The 
house of commons refused to consider it. 
The matter was brought up, mentioned 
briefly and disposed of before the spec- 
tators in the gallery knew what had hap- 
pened. 

This action was taken in the face of 
the fact that some of the most distin- 
guished scholars, statesmen and finan- 
ciers of Europe were at that moment urg- 
ing the necessity of international bi- 
metallism and showing how it would be 
to England’s interest to fall in with 
such a scheme. We may take it for grant- 
ed, therefore, that if we are to wait for 
England to take the initiative in this 
movement for international bimetallism, 
we may as well make up our minds to 
long years of patience and poverty, and 
depression, and low prices. 

Meanwhile it will be well for the 
American tories and those who maintain 
that this republic cannot fix its own cur- 
rency laws, to bear in mind tliat the 
people are not in the habit of waiting on 
the pleasure of England in framing laws 
and inaugurating reforms. The question 
of bimetallism will be settled here in 
this country without regard to the atti- 
tude of England or of Europe, and it 
will be settled satisfactorily to the peo- 
ple of the United States. And from this 
time forward until the settlement 
made, all other issues will be regarded 
as minor issues. 

What stands in the way of independent 
action by the United States? What is 
to prevent this country from opening its 
mints to the coinage of silver on the 
same terms with gold? We are told by 
those whose ignorance has been played 
upon by the phrase “sound money” 
(which is pure cant and hypocrisy when 
applied to money that is constantly in- 
creasing in value) that the moment our 
mints are open to silver our stock of 
gold will disappear, and that instead of 
having a bimetallic standard we shall 
have the single silver standard, which 
will place our currency upon a level with 
that of Mexico. 

Now, it is difficult to deal with an as- 
sumption. When men with whom you 
are discussing a question deliberately 
abandon arguments and facts and logic, 
and rest their whole case on an assump- 
tion, you cannot meet them with argu- 
ments. There is a little boy in the sey- 
enth ward of Atlanta who says there is 
an elephant, a bear and a tiger in the 
adjacent woods. To argue with him is out 
» Of the question. For him the woods are 
peopled with these wild creatures, and 
that is an end of the matter so far as 
he is concerned. But the child has the 
beautiful excuse of extreme youth; 
whereas, the assumption that our stock 
of gold will disappear and that we shall 
have the single silver standard when 
our mints are opened to the free coin- 
age of silver has no excuse whatever so 
far as we can see. 

It is an assumption that the law of 
supply and demand will suddenly be- 
come inoperative. There is no reason 
given for it, but it is assumed that this 
will be the result. Jt is assumed that the 
demand of sixty-five million people for 
silver when that metal is made a money 
metal will have no effect on its value. It 
is assumed that 412% grains of standard 
silver will be worth 48 or 49 cents in 
our own markets at the same moment 
that it could be exchanged for a legal 
tender dollar at the mints. It is as- 
sumed that 412% grains of silver will be 
worth about 50 cents in England and 
continental Europe at the same moment 
that it can be sent to this country and 
exchanged for a dollar’s worth of cotton, 
wheat, petroleum, or any other commodi- 
ty which this country sends abroad. In 
short there is just as much reason and 
common sense in the assumption of John 
Sherman’s followers as there is in the 
belief of the little boy in the seventh 
ward that the woods near by are full of 
wild beasts. Yet the assumption of the 
child is just as reasonable as the assump- 
tion of those who have pinned their faith 
to Mr. Cleveland’s judgment that a Brit- 
ish or European merchant, having 1,000 
ounces of silver will accept $630 in gold 
for it when he can send it to the United 
States and exchange it for $1,290 worth 
of cotton, wheat or other commodity. 

Just how independent of fact and free 
from truth the assumption of the Sher- 
manites is may be gathered from the re- 
sults that followed the free coinage dis- 
cussion in 1890. When the bill providing 
for free coinage had passed the senate 
and was pending in the house, the price 
of silver rose in all the markets of the 

world to $1.20 an ounce. Now, accord- 

ing to the assumption of those who de- 
sire England to dictate our financial poli- 
cy, gold ought to have shown signs of 
disappearing when silver rose in the 
markets. It ought to have gone to a 


is 


; - _ premium, for, with silver at $1.20 it was 
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nearly at par. In fact, we lacked only 
9 more ¢ents in the dollar of having the 
single silver standard—according to the 
assumption of those who deny that the 
‘United States are able to carry out a 
financial policy of their own. 

In another article we propose to treat 
the assumption of the Shermanites that 


the free coinage of silver will result in’ 


silver monometallism as true. We pro- 
pose to show that silver monometallism 
possesses manifold advantages for 
the people of this country than gold mo- 
hometallism. But what we want is bi- 
metallism, and that neither silver nor 
gold shall be the standard. 


A Letter from Mr. Dinkins. 
We have received the following letter 


from Mr. 8S. C. Dinkins, of Gainesville: 

Gainesville Ga.. May 6.—Editor Constitu- 
tio: I noticed yesterday and today on your 
editorial page a column headed, “‘The Din- 
kins-Atkinson Movement.”"I do not under- 
Stand this, as each time my name has ap- 
peared without my previous knowledge or 
consent. I am sure I would be the last 
man in the state to head a political move- 
ment, and trust that in the future you will 
keep my name from any such connec- 
tions. Yours truly, S. C. DINKINS. 

Mr. Dinkins forgets, perhaps, that The 
Constitution is not responsible for bring- 
ing his name before the public. He was 
invited by The Gainesville Eagle, his 
enterprising home paper, to express his 
preference betvveen General Evans and 
Mr. Atkinson. Responding to this invita- 
tion, Mr. Dinkins net only expressed 
his preference but went further and pro- 
mulgated a platform. . But for this plat- 
form, which is both interesting and pe- 
culiar, the name of Mr. Dinkins would 
not have been printed in our editorial 
columns. 

We are sure that Mr. Dinkins is not 
a politician in a professional sense. But 
he is nevertheless a politician in the 
sense that he has formulated in print a 
platform on which he supports Mr. At- 
kinson. Now, a platform must embody 
a policy, and a policy is in the nature of 
politics. The policy of Mr. Dinkins, as 
a matter of fact, embodies politics of the 
liveliest sort. He declares he is against 
Atlanta; that Mr. Atkinson is against 
Atlanta; and that, as a natural conse- 
quence, Wants Mr. Atkinson to be. govy- 
ernor. 

To be more exact, we clip from The 
Eagle the Dinkins platform just as it 
appeared: 

“Ss. C. Dinkins—Atkinson against 
Atlanta; so am I; therefore, I’m for At- 
kinson.”’ 

Mr. Dinkins may not intend to be a 
politician; he may even scout the idea 
and scorn it; but he is a politician never- 
theless, and apparently a very earnest 
one. He has promulgated in the public 
prints a platform that embodies a politi- 
cal policy. It may be a remarkable poli- 
ey, but the fact that, in Mr. Dinkins’s 
opinion, the eléction of Mr. Atkinson will 
be a definite and positive success<for his 
policy, gives it a political importance 
that is only bounded by the political lim- 
its of the state. 

Having given his name and his policy 
to The Gainesville Eagle, Mr. Dinkins 
cannot reasonably expect to divorce the 
two. They are linked together. When 
the newspapers allude to the Wilson bill, 
there is no further need for explanation. 
Similarly, when The Constitution refers 
to the Dinkins-Atkinson policy, the term 
is aptly descriptive. We then have no 
need to use up valuable space in ex- 
plaining that Mr. Dinkins, as he publicly 
announced in The G@nesville Eagle, is 
“against Atlanta,” and for Mr. Atkin- 
son because “Atkinson is against At- 
lanta.” 

This policy, being of considerable im- 
portance to this section of the state, The 
Constitution feels bound to -diseuss it, 
and in order to do that with perfect fair- 
Mess to all parties and all interests, we 
are compelled to describe it as “the 
Dinkins-Atkinson policy.” The issue be- 
hind this policy is of interest to all the 
people, especially so to the people of 
Gainesville and the section round about. 
Gainesville, in fact, is Atlanta’s de- 
pendence for an immense amount of 
domestic food products, such as chick- 
ens, butter, eggs and the like. There is 
a community of interests between the 
people of Hall county and the people of 
Atlanta. They are mutually dependent 
on one another in a great many ways. 
Gainesville finds her most profitable mar- 
ket here. Atlanta finds her most con- 
venient source of food supply ir the sec- 
tion of which Gainesville is the business 
center. 

We do not believe that the platform is 
a popular one either in Gainesville or in 
any other part of the state, but the 
policy is one that compels discussion, and 
we cannot promise Mr. Dinkins to sup- 
press his name in connection with a 
matter with which he has publicly iden- 
tified it. What Mr. Dinkins should do is 
to retract. | 
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The Receivership Evil. 

The New York World joins The Con- 
stitution in protesting against the re- 
ceivership evil. 

Our contemporary says that one-half 
the railroads of the country are under 
Ahe control of federal courts operating 
through men who are often wholly in- 
competent to manage such enterprises, 
and whose management impairs the 
earning capacity of the roads, and finally 
wrecks them. The World says: 

In brief, the receivership device as now 
employed is one which lends itself far too 
easily to a reign of ignorant and costly in- 
capacity on the one hand and to downright 
rascality on the other. 

The abuse has grown intolerable of re- 
cent years, and it is time to put a curb 
upon it by judicious legal enactment. In 
ordinary cases an insolvent coporation 
should stand in precisely the same case with 
any other insolvent debtor. Its creditors 
should be entitled to close out its affairs, 
sell its property and thus get what they 
can of the debts owing to them. A receiy- 
ership should be allowed only in cases where 
the necessity and justice of a receivership 
can be clearly shown, and then only under 
laws rigidly limiting its duration and regu- 
lating its operations. 


We-have repeatedly called attention to 
the growing abuse of receiverships, not 
only in the matter of railway corpora- 
tions, but in other cases affecting the in- 
terests of merchants and manufacturers. 
A few months ago the indications point- 
ed to a regular epidemie of receiverships, 
Perfectly solvent merchants who hap- 
pened to be without the ready cash when 
a bill was presented were bullied and 
persecuted by those who, in some in- 
stances, telegraphed for authority to rep- 
resent two or three more creditors, and 


| then applied for the appointment of re- 
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ing to turn some poor devil over to the 
tender mercies of a receiver, when there 
was really no reason for it. 

There were so many abuses under our 
imperfect law that the credit of our busi- 
ness men was endangered and in many 
eases seriously injured. The Constitu- 
tion was the first newspaper to speak 
éut against this evil, and since that time 
the receivership business has become un- 
popular. It is to be hoped that the next 
legislature will take hold of the matter, 
and remodel the law in a way that will 
protect honest and solvent traders and 
corporations from being annoyed, perse- 
cuted and blackmailed. The statute as 
it stands is productive of more harm 
than good. Our judges are doubtless 
doing as well as they can under the cir- 
cumstances, but the law itself is fatally 
defective. 


Memphis and Our Exposition. 

The Memphis Appeal-Avalanche says 
of our coming exposition: 

Atlanta has gone into this daring move- 
ment with her typical nerve, and we ad- 
mire her for an audacity of enterprise she 
seems to be showing on all occasions. The 
effort to give the south commercial equality 
with all other sections of the union, trade 
independence and a complete financial rank 
with the north has ever had, and should 
always have, the warm sympathy of every 
self-respecting southerner. This project of 
Atlanta is on this vital line, and hence it 
appeals to our highest sense of southern 
interest and honor. 

Our contemporary argues that in the 
single matter of coal Tennessee should 
export enough to the countries south of 
us to supplant the British article, and 
the point is made that the location of 
Memphis will make her a leading mar- 
ket when we extend our trade in the 
Spanish-American countries. The Ap- 
peal-Avalanche says: 

It opens up a general southern direct 
trade with foreign countries that will re- 
sult in a Straight passenger service which 
will lead to our securing the sort of immi- 
gration that we need and wish to people 
our idle lands. Tennessee in 1890 got 496 
immigrants, in 1892 but 551, and 423 in 1893, 
out of 476,725 in 1890, and 644,353 in 1892, 
and. 543,667 in 1893. This disproportion of 
access of worthy foreign population should 
be corrected, and the exposition is a start to 
do it. Much more could be said, but we 
have already presented enough practical 
considerations for our city and state to 
back this broad and timely scheme to 
build up southern welfare. It would not be 
wise or patriotic to let it fall through for 
want of active and earnest co-operation. 
We cannot afford to let it fail, or to be a 
success without doing our part. Our ex- 
pression of sympathy with it, the moral 
support of our endorsement, the utiliza- 
tion of its certain benefits by an adequate 
exhibit of our great and varied products 
and advantages, and our courteous request 
to our delegates in congiess to advance 
so palpable a stimulus to southern devel- 
opment are all easy, natural and binding 
duties in connection with this magnificent 
project.

India Ready for Revolt. 

It is possible that England will have 
to pay very dearly for the demonetiza- 
tion of silver.

For some time past the restless discon- 
tent of the natives in India has excited 
grave apprehensions, and it is believed 
that the country is on the verge of an 
outbreak similar to the Sepoy mutiny of 
1857. Runners have been circulating 
through the various districts for months, 
passing from hand to hand small circular 
pieces of plaster which are understood 
to be the signals for an uprising. The 
revolt of 1857 was preceded by a similar 
occurrence. 

The British policy of closing the silver 
mints in India has enraged _ the 
natives, and as they can _ get 
financial relief in no other: way 
their leaders are in favor of driving 
their fureign oppressors into the sea. If 
the people act with unity and determina- 
tion it will not be a very difficult matter 
for them to succeed. The natives num- 
ber at least 300,000,000, while the British 
residents, soldiers and civilians are not 
1,000,000 strong. eke 

The people of India have been robbed 
and oppressed by their conquerors for 
150 years. They made a brave effort to 
regain control of their country at the 
time of the Sepoy rebellion, but the bar- 
barous conduct of such leaders as Nana 
Sahib and the herrors of the black hole 
of Calcutta turned the entire civilized 
world agains® them. The next revolt

thing they need. If these 300,000,000 
people take a notion to drive out the 
British, Russia will probably lend her 
aid to the rebels, and the natives will 
win. : 

The expected rebellion will be justified 
by the circumstances. When England 
closed the mints of India against silver 
she drove the masses deeper in the mire 
of poverty and left them face to face 
with starvation. The victims are nof 
bound by any law of God or man to sub- 
mit to such wholesale spoliation. It is 
to be hoped that the uprising will come. 
If England loses India she will realize 
that the gold standard has ruined her at 
the very time when she was trying to 
wreck other nations.

Good Dollars

FOR NEGLIGENCE OF THEIR EMPLOYES 


Wearly Ten Thousand Dollars Added to 
the State Treasury by the Governor’s 
Order--Other Statehouse News. 


jae governor issued an order yesterday 
whien will Increase the amount of money 
in the treasury OY nearly ten thousand 
dollars. 

And that money will come from the con- 
yict lessees of-the state. 

Get money is to be paid for escapes, 
There 1S a saw providing that within sixty 
days after a convict escapes the puniter- 
tiary company which is the less:2 s.uct 
show that due diligence ws earploved, 
and that there was no negligence on the 
part of the company or :ts employes in 
the matter. Unless this showing is madc, 
the lessees are compelled to pay $2 for 
each escape. 

An examination of the records showed 
the governor that from October, 159y, there 
had been sixty-four escapes up to last 
August. He summoned the heads of the 
different companies to appear before Lim 
and submit their excuses, if they }.ad, for 
the escapes. Captain J. W. English, Mr. 
Ww. DB. Lowe, Mr. Julius Brown, ( olonel 
Jim Smith and Mr. P. J. James were scent 
for, und all of them excepting Mr. James 
have several times been in consultation 
with Governor Northen. The result is 
summed up in the order which the governor 
issued yesterday morning. 

Two of the eleven escapes from Captain 
English’s company were excused. He will 
have to pay into the treasury $200 for each 
of the others—$1,800 in all. 

Six of the fifteen escaping from Mr. 
Lowe’s company were excused, and his 
company will likewise have to pay 31,800. 

Twenty-one had escaped from Colonel 
Jim Smith’s big farm, in Oglethorpe, for 
thirteen of whom he will have to pay $2,600. 

Fifteen had escaped from Mr. James's 
camp, and he will pay in $8,000. 

The Dade Coal Company got off light, 
the amount assessed of that company being 
$400 for two convicts. 

There is no appeal from the governor's 
decision in this matter, and this money 
will be paid into the treasury within a 
few days. This is not the first time, by 
any means, that the lessees have been 
compelled to pay these fines. “Of course, 
we will pay it,’’ said Captain English last 
evening. ““‘We always pay everything as- 
sessed against us.”’ 

Two Pardons Granted. 

Last January, Willie Dillard was sent 
up from Baldwin under a five years’ sen- 
tence for seduction. An application for 
pardon has been on file for some weeks, 
and it made a strong showing in_ the 
prisoner’s behalf. The judge and solicitor 
both urged his pardon on the ground that 
they had received information since the 
trial which showed that he should not be 
punished. Accompanying -the application 
were affidavits showing that the character 
of the girl, Minnie Scott, and of her family 
were hardly of a desirable nature. 

The governor also pardoned Michael J. 
O’Brien, of Augusta, who was under @ 
twelve months’ sentencé to the chaingang 
for assault with attempt to murder. Last 
January, while intoxicated, O’Brien threw 
a brick at a companion, The petition for 
his pardon was signed by all the court 
officials, who stated that the nature of 
the crime did not, in their opinion, demand 
so severe a punishnient. 

After Barn Murners. 

On April 13th, in Burke county, the barns, 
stables and horses of Mr. T. 8S. Blanchard 
were destroyed by fire, and that fire was 
of incendiary origin. Governor Northen has 
issued an order offering a reward of $100 
for the capture of the burners.

The Annual Meeting of the Association 
Last Night~—Dr. Jones Goes to Europe 
in the Interest of the Library. 


If the enthusiasm which characterized 
the annual meeting of the Young Men's 
Library Association last night is any indi- 
cation of its prosperity, the assocation 
Was never in a better financial condition. 

The members were all aglow over the 
report of the year’s work, and the occasion 
was replete with the best of good humor, 
which prevailed throughout the entire 
meeting. 

A large number of ladies were present, 
and the membershrip of the association 
was well represented. The hall was 
tastefully decorated with green plants, 
which imparted to it a tropical appearance 
and made the summer evening delightfully 
refreshing. , 

For the floral ornamentation of the hall, 
the association is indebted to Messrs. C. A, 
Dahl & Co., and to the Westview Floral 
Company. 

This was the first annual meeting of the 
association since moving into the new 
building. 

Several Reports Suhmitted. 

It was a few minutes after 8 o’clock when 
the retiring president of the association, 
Mr. Charles A. Read, called the meeting 
to order. 

The minutes of the previous annual meet- 

ing were read by the secretary of the 
board of directors, Mr. Eugene M. Mitchell, 
and approved. 
: Mr. George R. DeSaussure, the treasurer 
of the association, submitted an interesting 
report, which disclosed a healthy condition 
of the treasury. 

This was followed by the report of the 
comptroller, Mr. Hooper Alexander, which 
was ¢qually satisfactory. 

President Read, in his annual report, 
gave an interesting review of the associa- 
tion’s work during his administration, and 
was gratified in being able to vacate his 
office under circumstances whch indicated 
an unusual condition of prosperity. He 
summarized the other reports, and prophe- 
sied a future of continued usefulness for 
the association. 

How the Library Has Grown. 

In grouping the facts together, which 
wére brought out by the several reports 
submitted, a number of important points 
relative to the growth of the association 
durtng the past year may be mentioned, 

A larger number of books than ever be- 
fore have been catalogued during the year, 
and the circulation has been greater than 
the Hbrary has ever Known in its history. 

It was shown that the change of location 
had made the library more popular than 
ever before with the ladies of the city, 
and that a large number of new members 
had been added. ; 

By the sale of the old property, several 
months ago, the new building and all of 
the improvements had been paid for, with 
a surplus of over $12,000, which had been 
properly invested, in addition to a lot..of 
money in the treasury. 

The ‘office of comptroller, which was 
created during the present year, has proven 
of great value to the association. The duty 
of the comptroller is to estimate the re- 
sources and expenditures of the association 
for the year,-and to provide in advance, 
by means of approximate calculations, for 
all of the funds to be expended. Under 
this scheme, the sum of $600 will be de- 
voted to the purchase of books during the 
present year, in addition to such other 
money as may be raised from entertain- 
ments. ;

The president then appginted the follow- 
ing committee on nomination to retire and 
make a report: Captain Haskell, Rev. A.

While 
on his trip Mr. Jones will collect’ a lot of 
valuable information for the benefit of the 
association, and his voyage will be one of 
considerable profit to the library. 

_ He will sail the latter part of this month 
and will return about the first of September. 

Mr. Jones is a young’ man of unusual cul- 
ture and ability and his career of useful- 
ness in this city is well assured. All who 
have come in contact with him at the li- 
brary have been impress@d by the charm of 
his manner and conversation, as well as 
the breadth and variety of his information.

NOBODY TO BUY, 
The Marietta and North Georgia Is Or- 


fered, but Without a Bidder. 
Marietta, Ga., May 8.—(Special.)—The sale 


| of the Marietta and North Georgia railroad 


did not take place, but an honest effort 
was made to sell it. 

The commissioners appointed by the 
court, Messrs. Robert J. Lowry, of Atlanta; 
H. H. Taylor, of Tennessee, and J. B. 
Glover, of Marietta, were on hand, as 
were also the attorneys, H. B. Tompkins, 
representing the receiver, and J. T. Glenn, 
representing the majority bondholders 
against the road. A large crowd collected 
in front of the Marietta and North Georgia 
depot to witness the sale. 

Promptly at 12 o’clock Mr. Taylor read 
the advertisement for the sale and the 
various subsequent orders for continuance 
granted by the court. The main line of 
the road extends from Marietta to Knox- 
ville, Tenn., and is 205 miles long. Of this 
95:61 miles are in Georgia and 109,31 in 
Tennessee. At Blue Ridge, the Murphy, N. 
C., narrow gauge branch begins, being 
twenty-five miles in length, of which 12:51 
miles are in Georgia and 12:49 miles in 
North Carolina. The minimum price for 
the Georgia portion was fixed by the court 
at $750,000, and the North Carolina iand 
Tennessee portions at $700,000. A certified 
check of $160,000 to be paid at once, as a 
guaranty of good faith, was required. 

At the conclusion of the reading, Captain 
Robert J. Lowry arose and first offered the 
Georgia portion. No bid was received. He 
then offered the Tennessee and North 
Carolina portions of the road, with the 
same result. He then offered the road 
all together for sale, and, after crying it 
briefly, turned to Mr. Glenn and asked him 
what he was going to do. Mr. Glenn re- 
plied by asking the commissioners what 
they were going to do. This broke up the 
sale proceedings, amid the laughter of the 
assembled crowd. The commissioners 
signed their report of failure to sell, and 
the parties from Atlanta boarded the 
Western and Atlantic train awaiting them 
for Atlanta. ‘“‘What next?” is the question 
now going the rounds, and the answer will 
doubtless be found in a reduction of the 
minimum price to such a figure as will 
induce some one to purchase. The indebt- 
edness since the receivership is very great, 
and has to be paid before any other debt.

Mayor Shelverton advanced 
from the line and in a happy way wel- 
comed the great council to his town. 

Captain David Baily, of Griffin, was in- 
troduced and responded for the council in 
a brief but eloquent address. After these 
formalities the crowd made for the dummy, 
which was in waiting to carry the Red Men 
to Lithia Springs. Here the barbecue was 
spread in all it fragrant glory. Five long 
tables were placed together, upon which 
the smoking meats were profusely scatter- 
ed and the braves began to lay to in double 
quick. 

Just before the banquet began Captain J: 
A. Gifford mounted a box and whooped up 
the braves in an enthusiastic way, telling 
them of the delights of a Georgia barbecue 
and pointing out all the places of interest 
about Austell. 

The ’cue itself went off in great shape, 
and under the’ direction of Mr. Terrell 
Sewell a copious supply of all things need- 
ful was furnished. 

During the afternoon the Red Men scat- 
tered and all of the attractions around the 
springs were taken in. 

One of the most pleasant features of the 
day was a visit by a number of the braves 
to the beautiful home of Mr. W. W. Aus- 
tell. Mr. Austell is perhaps the most ar- 
dent supporter of the, movement to estab- 
lish an orphans’ home, and it is through his 
endeavors that the hume will be built in 
that place. Personally he has already do- 
nated to the home ten acres of land, $2,500 
in cash and 50,000 brick, amounting in all 
to about $40,000.

A young man of*trim figure and very 
quiet demeanor, clad in atightly fitting suit

Three well known cyclists came in yes- 
terday morning. They were, in addition to 
Bald, Asa Windle, who has him in charge 
and who is one of the best known trainers 
the world over, and George Fitgsiiniaons, 
of Greensboro, N. C., the champion of the 
south. Jack Prince, the great professional 
champion, came from South Carolina day 
before yesterday, and all of these, together 
with Cleveland Bolles, Kendail Speer and 
other local riders, were spinning around the 
big half mile track at a very lively pace.

Bald was in splendid shape, and will 
undoubtedly give Johnson and Taylor a 
hard tussle in the class B events. Bald 
did not get down to work last season until 
near its close, and consequently did not 
have much opportunity to show what he 
could do, but this spring he has been under 
the direct charge of: Windle, and wonders 
may be expected of him. Neither he nor 
his veteran trainer have much to say, but 
the young rider seems to be in superb form, 
and he will be a strong favorite through- 
out. 

George Fitzsimmons is sure to prove a sur- 
prise in the class A races. The hardy young 
North Carolinian is in excellent color and 
training, and shows up in the best form. 
He has improved wonderfully since last 
season. 

Early this morning another party of 
crack riders will arrive. It will include 
John 8. Johnson, of Minneapolis, the cham- 
pion amateur wheelman of the world; 
George F. Taylor, of Boston, one of the 
very tirst in the list of world beaters; R. 
V. Connerat, of Savannah, who will be 
remembered by Atlayptians as one of the 
swiftest riders who was in the big meet 
here last fall; and Farmer, of Savannah, 
who is considered equally as good a man 
as Connerat.

The Two Special Baptist Trains Are 
Off at Last. 


GREAT RIVALRY BETWEEN THE ROUTES. 


The Atlanta and West Point Makes a 
Handsome Sbhowing-All About the 
Two Excursion Trains to Dallas.

‘The Baptists are at last off for the land 
of the sunset skies. 

And the convention of the churchmen this 
Year promises to be one of the largest ever 
expervenced in the history of the Southern 
Baptist Association. 

‘the railroads certainly had a time of it 
fighting for the business, and it became 
quite an exciting game between the two 
rival routes out ot Atlanta, the Atlanta 
and West Point and the Georgia Pacific. 

The traveling passenger agents of the 
two roads have been at work tour weeks 
and days hustling up the business in the 
state of Georgia and adjoining states. They 
have been hurrying back and forth between 
all the leading cities of the south, and have 
left nothing undone that might be done for 
the interests of the lbnes they represent 
in the way of raking together delegations 
from this town or that tor the great con- 
vention out in Texas, 

Last night both of the trains went out 
of the city at exactly the same minute. 
The Georgia Pacilic started its cylinders 
Steaming off first and reached Whitehall 
Street crossing before the Atlanta and West 
Point special nade its tirst puff and sounded 
its bell. Tnere was some cause for delay, 
however, right on the crossing, and tne 
two trains pulled up beside eacn otner tor 
several moments, 

The famous engine, No. 32, one of the 
handsomest to be seen on any railroad in 
the south, was doing the work for the At- 
lanta and West Foint, and as it threw :t- 
self upon the crossing, the engiener and 
fireman looked out of the windgow at the 
Georgia Pacillc in a way that told plainly 
they were sizing up the respective loads of 
the two engines. 

The Georgia Pacific had a sum total of 
six coaches. The Atlanta und West Foint 
had a total of eleven coaches, seven ot 
which were large sleepers, one a Pullman 
observation car and three other cars, two 
of which had come in over the Seaboard 
Air-Line. 

The Georgia Pacific had only three sleep- 
ers, tWo passenger coaches and a baggage 
two trains went hurl- 
1e Forsyth street bridge, 
they were watched by many 
spectators. It was particularly noticeabl 
how the Atlanta and West VDoint special 
went dancing around the curve with such 
an admirable load, 

There was some wonder among the spec- 
tators that the Georgia Pacific didn’t show 
up as well as the Atlanta and West Point. 

This was explained by the Georgia Pacific 
people with the statement that they sent 
half of their tourists off on the regular 
train that leaves Atlanta at 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 

This statement, however, is to be measur- 
ed along with a similar statement from the 
Atlanta and West Point people that every 
train they sent out of tlanta yesterday 
had Dallas tourists on it. 

One thing is certain, the Atlanta and West 
Point made the best of the showing lest 
night. Never has a more handsome train 
left the Atlanta carshed than that which 
went out to Texas via the cities of Mont- 
gomery and New Orleans. 

Mr. Hopkins came down from Charlotte 
with the forces for the Richmond and Dan- 
ville. while Messrs. B. A. Newland and 
C. H. Voorhees came in from the Caro- 
linas with a large number for the Seaboard 
Air-Line over the Atlanta and West Point.

“At any time in my life heretofore I 
could have paid a fine if called upon to 
do so, but this time I realize how very 
near I have approached the gates of utter 
degradation, the chaingang. 

“lhe old saying that ‘hell is full of good 
intentions’ must be true, for as I write 
these words in jail tonight, I feel that I 
shall never more mortify my family and 
jeopardize my liberty by transgressing the 
lews of either God or man. I submit the 
above with the hope that your honor will 
be impressed with the keenness of my re- 
morse and humilation, and my heartfelt 
intention to become a better man. Very
